REMARKS

The Examiner has rejected Claims 26-28 and 30-35 under U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patoit No. 5,428,831 issued in tb& name of Monzello et al. Oiereinafter, 
the "MonzeUo leference") in view of U.S. PubUcation No. 2003/0008628 pubUshed in the name 
of Lindell et al. Qiereinaftorthe "Lindell publication*').
